Under the old militia law of 1322 


all able-bodied men in the common- 
wealth between the ages of IS and 45 
were enrolled, and required to do mil- 
itary duty two days in every year. 
After their enrollment they were di- 
vided into companies, battalions, regi- 
ments, brigades and divisions. 
The 


officers were elected at fixed periods. 
Under the above mentioned act Bed- 
ford, Somerset and Cambria counties 
constituted the twelfth division and 
Bedford county the first brigade. 


The law fixed two days for the mili- 


tia to assemble and parade. The first 
muster day was in May when all 
the enrolled militia were required 
to attend at designated places, under a 
fine of one dollar. The next, and great 
parade day was in June when the 
several brigades met at their appoint- 
ed places. 


The Bedford county brigade assem- 


bled on the commons, then bounded by 
John, Bedford and East streets and 
the alley south of Pitt street which, 
with lots and streets, contained about 
eight acres. This was review day, 
when the companies, battalions and 
regiments were commanded by regi- 
mental officers who were decked in 
gaudy uniforms ivith chapeaus and 
feathers, and mounted on splendidly 
capar'soned horses. On this day all the 
enrolled militia were inspected by a 
brigade inspector. I remember seeing 
Acting Brigade Inspectors Samuel Dav- 
idson and Daniel TVashabaugh making 
their inspections many times. On both 
parade days the enrolled militia came 
generally armed with canes, broom 
sticks, corn stalks, bean poles, etc., 
with a few old Hint-lock muskets, of- 
tentimes having a rooster or a coon 
tied to the tops of the poles. 


On the first day the militia were 


formed into company lines as well as 
the officers knew how. the roll was 
called and the gallant militia were 
dismissed for that day. The last men- 
tioned day was kept as a general holiday 
by the public. Men, women and chil- 
dren assembled in great crowds in the 
parade ground. The shop keepers in 
Bedford erected a number of tents or 
booths on the grounl along Bedford 
street and the lot on which the Pres- 
byterian manse now stands, where 
they sold cakes, pies, sandwiches, 
frnit, nnts with other eatables with 
small beer and cider. 


When the brigade was duly formed 


in line, they marched with drnm and 
fife over the parade ground. The arms 
of the militia were then carefully in 
speeted by the brigade inspector in gay 
uniform riding on horse back. Then 
there was a recess. In the afternoon the 
drnm was beaten, the companies were 
formed, the rolls 
which the entire 


,vere called, after 


brigade marched 


through the streets of Bedford and 
were then dismissed. On both parade 
days, on dismissal the militia made a 
rnsh for the eatables. 


In some places burlesque parades 


were made in which the militia and 
their officers were represented in gross- 
ly ridiculous characters. Finally the 
whole system became so farcical that 
tie people demanded its repeal. Con- 
sequently it was repealed by the act of 
April S, 1343. 


VSIFOEMED MILITIA. 


But under the original act provision 


was made for the formation and regu- 
lation of volunteer companies, proper- 
ly uniformed and equipped with fruns, 
etc. So far as these uniformed volun- 
teer companies and their officers, ma- 
jors, 
colonels, generals and brigade 


inspectors were concerned they were 
all right and it must have been a mat- 
ter of mortification to them to parade 
at the same places and on the same 
days with the motly crowd of ununi- 
formed militia. 


Major Washabaugh told me this 


miniously defeated but during their 
whole after lives they were called 
respectively, colonel, major or captain. 


In 1817 the Independent Grays com- 


manded by Samuel JI. Taylor, captain, 
was organised and on May 22 of that 
year they took up the march to Mexi 
co. Captain Taylor died in the city of 
Mexico and his remains were brought 
home and they now lie in the Presby- 
terian cemetery in Bedford under the 
shadow of a beautiful monumental 
s aft erected by his relatives and 
friends to commemorate his gallant 
services in the Mexican war as an 
officer and soldier. 


DirKISOSMEST FOE DEBT. 


Up to July 13, 1S43, a debtor was 


liable to be arrested and imprisoned 
for any debt which he owed, and the 
only way he could get out of jail was 
to pay the debt if he had the means, 
if not, he could only he discharged 
under the insolvent laws of the state, 
after three months of imprisonment, 
by surrendering all the property he 
owned to his creditors. But while he 


5 in prison his eredito-s were liable 


to pay the charges of his confinement. 
However, by the act above mentioned, 
imprisonment for debt was wholly 
abolished except in a few specified cases 
not founded on contract. 
Thus the 


advancement of civilization and Chris- 
tianity with the stroke of a pen, wiped 
out forever this relic of barbarism. 


THE PKOl'EKTY RELATIONS OF IIUSBASD 


AND WIFE. 


Under the old marital laws the very 


moment a \voman married all her prop- 
erty, real and personal, became vested 
in her husband—she could own nothing 
in her own right. But at the same time 
in case the wife was indebted at the 
time of her marriage her husband be- 
:ame liable foi all her debts. Now, 
however.underthe benign influences of 
the same causes which operated in 
favor of debtors, as above mentioned, 
married women have been granted re- 
lief. They can now own and dispose 
of their own property at will, and it is 
no longer the property of her husband; 
and on the other hand the husband is 
no longer liable for his wife's debts 
contracted before marriage. 


CUKKESCT. 


While the United States government 


alone has power to coin money, yet, in 
early times, the great volume of gold 
and silver coins in circulation was of 
foreign coinage. The old Spanish and 
Mexican silver dollars, large, rough 
and uneven, were in general circula- 
tion and their subsidiary silver coins 
were very abundant, as OK cent pieces, 
called a fip: 13K cents, called a levy; 
and 35 cents, called a quarter. 
Then 


there were the French 5-franc pieces 
and 
the 
English 
shilling's 
and 


pence. All bank notes were issued by 
state banks except those issued by the 
United States bank under its national 
charter. Invariably in every panic or 
financial disturbance many of these 
state banks either suspended or failed 
and for this reason they were called 
"wildcat banks" and many of them de- 
served this name as many of them were 
usually located in the wildest, most 
remote and inaccessible places in some 
western state, so that when the notes 
were put in circulation, as far as possi 
ble distant from the banks, they could 
not be returned homa for weeks and 
months; and in very many cases when 
the notes did reach these banks for re- 
demption they were closed and the 
officers had fled with the assets, in- 
tending to start new banks elsewhere 
with new names and new officers. 
During these panics many small notes 
of the value of 5, 10, 20, 35, 50 cents 
and SI were issued by merchants, bank- 
ers, turnpike companies and business 
men generally and they were called 
"shinplasters." So the establishment 
of the national banking system resulted 
from the old rotten state banking sys- 
tem during the civil ivar, and during 
that war they also issued small notes 
as a business necessity, but they were 
ne-er called "shinplasters."

Mrs. Peter HUlegass give a 


laughable story on himself: On one 
occasion in making his inspection he 
rode a beautiful black horse and he re- 
mained over night at the Half Way 
House between Bedford and Hollidays- 
burg. In the morning when his black 
horse was brought out he had the bril- 
liancy of a black diamond. He asked 
the hostler the cause of this brilliancy. 
He replied that be had greased the 
horse all over with bacon skins. The 
major had no time to wait until the 
grease was washed off but before he 
had ridden many miles the horse 
changed to a dirty gray color. 


The following military companies 


were in existence in 1S33, to wit: The 
Bedford Blues.captain, T. B. MeElwee; 
the Bedford Fencibles.captain,William 
Fletcher; the Schellsburg Guards, Cap- 
tain Rock, and the Lafayette Guards, 
of JlcConnellsburg. These four com- 
panies together with the Washington 
Guards, Captain Walker, of Fannetts- 
burg, Franklin county, were in attend- 
ance at the encampment in Bedford on 
the 17 and 19 of October 1332. The camp 
was under the command of General 
Dunn, of Franklin county, and Col. 
James Burns and Maj. Samuel M. Bar- 
clay, of Bedford coun'y. 
When the 


president issued 
his 
proclamation 


against the nullification proceedings of 
South Carolina the Bedford Blues, 
Captain McElwee.offered their services 
in January, 1S33 to the president. The 
Friend's Cove Guards, captain, George 
Speaker, paraded in Rainsburg on Feb- 
ruary 33, 1S33. 


On September 37, 1333,a meeting was 


held in Bedford to organize the Wash- 
ington Artillery in place of the Bed- 
ford Fencibles whose term was about 
to expire. 


On April 17, 1349, an act w^s passed 


to revise the militia system and pro- 
vide for the training of such only as 
shall be uniformed and properly armed 
with guns. This act repealed all for- 
mer laws and supplements on the sub 
ject of the militia. 
Subsequent legis- 


lation provided for the establishing of 
the present National Guards. 


During the existence of the old mill' 


tia system military titles were as 
abundant as Vallombrosa leaves. I 
have known of several instances in 
which the candidates for the offices of 


velopes nor pos'aje stamps in use 
letters were folded up and sealed with 
wafers or sealing wax and were depos- 
ited ia the post office without stamps 
or prepayment of postage—that was 
paid by the receiver of the letter. The 
amount of postage was not a uniform 
rate for all letters but the amount 
charged was regulated by the distance, 
to wit; G'f, 13M, lSK,25,and 3T'/< cents. 
As there were no railroads then, and 
all mail matter was carried in coaches, 
wag-ons and on horse back, the deliv- 
ery of the mails was very slow and un- 
certain. Both the wafers and the seal- 
ing wax were of many colors. 


With the wonderful reduction of 


postage charges letters are now carried 
to any part oE the United States and 
to a few foreign countries for two cents 
an ounce. 


APPRENTICES. 


It was the custom for families, under 


the act of September 29, 1770, to take 
and have bound to them by indenture 
children who could not be properly 
cared for at their homes, to serve as 
apprentices in some art, occupation or 
labor. 
This law allowed parents, 


guardians, and the poor authorities to 
bind or apprentice such children to 
proper persons, the boys until they 
were twenty-one years of age and the 
jirls until they were eighteen years o 
age. As the case might be an appren 
tice was to be taught the calling o 
trade, specifically mentioned in the 
agreement, was to be treated well, fed 
and clothed, s, -it to school for a given

Session, for Candidates. 


The Corrupt Practices act passed by 


the recent extra session of the legisla- 
ture designates the following channels 
in which candidates for office may 
float money legitimately: 


1. For printing and traveling ex- 


penses and personal expenses incident 
thereto, stationery, advertising, pos- 
tage, expresiage, freight, telegraph, 
telephone and other public messenger 
service.

For dissemination of information 


to the public. 


3. For political meetings, demon- 


strations and conventions, and for the 
pay and transportation of speakers. 


4. For the rent, maintenance and 


furnishing of offices. 


5. For the piymsnt of clerks, type- 


writers, stenographers, janitors and 
messengers actually employed. 


6 
For the employment of watchers 


at primary meetings and elections to 
the number allowed by law. 


7. For the transportation of voters 


to and from the polls. 


8. For legal expenses, bona fide, in- 


curred in connection with any nomina- 
tion or election. 


The law requires that candidates 


and treasurers of committees render 
an itemized account under oath.

A moonquake Is now unthinkable, 


because the moon is as dead as n door- 
nail. Our satellite Is "ever foreshad- 
owing our own ultimate doom, like the 
mummy at Egyptian banquets," but In 
the meantime, If the Edinburgh Review 
bas correctly conceived the teachings 
of seismology, the Inhabitants of earth 
may console themselves for the havoc 
wrought through earthquakes by re- 
flecting that they demonstrate the vi- 
tality of our planet. In that distant 
past when, the moon actually quaked 
there may —some scientists declare 
there must—have been forms of anima- 
tion upon Its surface. 
"Though the 


moon, by reason of its smaller size, 
was bound to lose its atmosphere, it 
must have taken millions of years to 
do so, and there may have been time 
for the cycle of life, from the primeval 
germ up to sentient beings aad down 
again to the hardiest lingering plant 
cells, to run its full circle/' The1 writer 
Iu the Edinburgh Iteview continues to 
develop his line of thought: 


"Earthquakes are a sign of planetary 


vitality. They would, seem to be char- 
acteristic of the terrestrial pb^se of de- 
velopment.

Terrifying Climax. 


Detained at the Siberian village of 


Krivochokovo, M. Jules Legras re- 
membered that he had n letter to a 
notable of the place and .hastened to 
present it M. Gautier in his book on 
Russia describes in M. Legras' own 
words the cordial hospitality with 
which he was received and also tells 
of the dilDculty which concluded his 
charming visit. 


"They had detained me till 10 o'clock 


In the evening," he writes, "by repeat- 
Ing, 'Why are you in a hurry?' and I 
was on the point of makiug my depar- 
ture when I heard the mistress of- the 
house say In a low voice to her hus- 
band, 'Shall I send for the carriage?' 
To which lie replied, 'No.' At this word 
a shiver passed over me. Doubtless 
this host, who had made rue send away 
tlie coachman, wns unaware of what 
his refusal meant, else he would have 
said to me, 'Here Is a sofa; sleep here.' 


"3Iy situation was perilous, but what 


could I do? At the end of n few mo- 
ments I rose to take my le"Sve, and, 
having asked if I could get a cab, was 
met with the reply that at this hour 
none could be obtained. 


"Krivochokovo is a village whose 


population constitutes the very flotsam 
and jetsam of Siberian civilization. 
The village has neither streets nor 
lights nor police. It is considered a 
cutthroat spot, where honest people 
shut themselves tight at night.

houses a watchman sounded his rattle 
menacingly and dogs flew at m^ sav- 
agely. When this watchman approach- 
ed I induced him tj accompany me. 
He informed rnc that the evening be- 
fore a traveler who was staying at ray 
hotel, having started early to catch a 
train, had been assassinated about Ion 
paces from there. Finally we reached 
the Inn.

the industry. 
Deposits of thc crude 


nitrate of soda, called here 'caliche,' 
are found in the painpa, or rolling pla- 
teau, beyond the first range of foot- 
hills. In some places this plateau Is 
but ten miles from the coast, in others j 
as far as fifty miles. The pampa is an 
utterly barren desert. On the surface 
there is nothing to tempt the heart of 
man, but a few feet down lies the ni- 
trate stratum. This presents much the 
appearance of rock salt and varies In 
color, according to the purity of the 
deposit, from a whitish tint to a dark 
gray. The upper earth Is blown away 
with dynamite, and then the caliche is 
dug out with pick and shovel, loaded on 
iron carts and carried up to the mills. 


"Here the caliche is first broken into 


small pieces by heavy crushers and 
then put into large boiling vats. Inside 
these vats are coils of steam pipes, by 
means of which the temperature can be 
regulated accurately. 
Sea water is 


poured in, and the caliche is boiled for 
a certain time. The liquid solution that 
results Is drawn off into settling vats, 
which arc exposed to the open air and 
thc sun. Evaporation is rapid, and the 
pure nitrate of soda soon begins crys- 
tallizing and settling to the bottom. 
After this has gone ou for some time 
the remaining liquid is drawn off and 
the crust of nitrate is scraped from the 
sides and bottom of the vat and thor- 
oughly dried In the sun. 
Then It Is 


graded according to quality and packed 
for shipment in 100 pound sacks. 


"Most of the nitrate exported Is used 


as a fertilizer, but a pa-rt goes to the 
manufacture of powder and high ex- 
plosives. Thc nitrate towns are even 
barer and drier and loss inviting than 
most of the other bare, dry towns of 
the coast. To some of them fresh wa- 
ter is brought in pipes from a distance 
of more than 100 miles. Before thc day 
of these pipes it used to be sold in the 
streets by the gallon. That water even 
now, though not scarce, yet is not plen- 
tiful. Is perhaps some excuse for the 
awful dust that blows everywhere."

The Latin 
for "canvassing," too, was either "am- 
bitus" or "ambifto," sccordiug to its 
association with or freedom from brib- 
ery and corrupt practices. Both meant 
"going round." 
"Aimbitio" was the 


B'ood kind as opposed to "ambitus," 
which always lijplied dishonesty aud 
ttafairuess. 


Chopping" was certainly a slang 


irord until past the lirst quarter of the 
iJmsioenth century. 
Bee's Dictionary 


of .Sports and Slang, published in 1823, 
defines the word as follows: "Shop- 
ping—Among womeu going about from 
shop ±a shop, buying little articles per- 
aaps, -perhaps not, but always pulling 
about -gceat quantities of goods."

CATCHING TURTLES. 


OJ 
Methods Used. Tiy the Fishermen 


the Tropics. 


Turtles aie always captured at night 


and Usual]} on moonlight ones. This 
is the lime they go ou the shore to lay 
then- eggs 
They select a smooth, 


s.'.ndy beach, dig holes in the sand, de- 
po»it their egg-: theie aud leave them 
to be hatchtd by the heat of the sand. 
'When the tuitles are on shore for this 
purpose hunters come upon them, and 
they are easily overtaken, for turtles 
are slow movers. 
The hunters have 


not a very strenuous.undertaking. All 
that Is necessary to be done Is to turn 
the turtles ou their backs and leave 
them until the next day, when they are 
removed. 


Another more curious way of catch- 


Ing turtles is by fishing by the remora, 
a flsh found in the tropical waters. The 
popular name of this fish and the one 
by which the children of those coun- 
tiies call them is the sucking fish. This 
name is given to them on account of n 
disk on their heads, bj- which they can 
attach themselves to any smooth sur- 
face, like the side of a shark, a ship 
or the shell of a turtle. This disk Is 
like the soft leather "suckers" that are 
popular with schoolboys. 
When this 


fi-h has once attached himself to any- 
thing .1 ou can pull him to pieces rather 
than force him to release his hold. 


Turtle hunters go in boats and carry 


several of the--e lemoias m tubs. TS'hen 
they see a turtle and get near him the 
sucker is sent after him. lie is held 
by the ring on hib tail, Tihich in turn 
Is attached by a stout cord. Soon the 
fish Is secuu'l.v fastened to the shell 
of the tin tie. nnd turtle and fish are 
hauled into the boat together. Once In 
the air the reniora loosens his hold and 
Is Cropped b.,ck into the tub to rest 
until another turtle Is sighted.—"Wash- 
ington St.ir.
